American Sugar refinery in Wall street 
to shut down completely all the refin- 
eries of the company in Boston, Ne\v 
York and Philadelphia. 
Fifty thou- 


sand operatives will be affected b>- the 
closing of the sugar works. 


President H. 0. Havemeyer of the 


American Sugar Refining Co.. said 
Wednesday morning: "The sugar busi- 
ness has been bad for some months 
past. We have been hoping against 
hope all along and tried to weather 
through the period of depression, trust- 
ing that business might improve and 
that we would be able to run our works 
to their fullest capacity, but every- 
thing was against us. 


''The reaction that followed the pas- 


sage of the tariff bill brought about a 
dull season, and the war among the 
wholesale grocers in several sections 
of the country still further tended to 
demoralize the trade. When to this 
was added the excitement of an elec- 
tion canvass and the general report 
that congress would pass a free sugar 
bill, making all sugars free, you can 
readily see that there was enough 
cause to compel us to shut down com- 
pletely. 


"But we ran our works up to'the 


present time with a reduced force in 
the hope, Micawber like, that some- 
thing would turn up. Our faith in the 
future has failed us, and, beginning 
Thursday, we shall shut down all our 
works in Boston, New York, Philadel • 
phia and Baltimore. This will affect 
50,000 operatives. 


"The last congress is responsible for 


the present situation, and if they pass 
the free sugar bill at Washington, as 
is reported that they will, they will 
kill "the sugar industry completely. 
Things could not be much worse than 
they are now. There is very little dif- 
ference between the prices of raw and 
refined sugar and there is no reason or 
justice in continuing a business at a 
heavy loss. 


"We must either have enough profit 


to cover the bald expenses of carrying 
on sugar refining or else go out of the 
business completely. We can not com- 
pete with the wages paid in Europe, 
and our men could not begin to sup- 
port themselves and • families at such 
figures. And yet we are asked to run 
our establishments with only the mar- 
gin in refining that is to be found be- 
tween the cost of raw and refined sug- 
ars, which is now a trifle less than half 
a cent per pound."

Our Militia May Learn to Handle the Tor- 


pedo Boats. 


. WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—In connec- 
tion with the strong presentation by 
Secretary Herbert of the necessity for 
the procurement of a number of new 
torpedo boats, a proposition has been 
made to him whereby the navy may 
be made very popular in the vast inter- 
ior of the United States, where it is 
now almost unknown, and. more im- 
portant still, the navy may hold at its 
disposal a large force of trained sail- 
ors, peculiarly expert in the torpedo 
service, which there is now no adequate 
opportunity to develop. 


The plan in brief is for the govern- 


ment to build a large number of tor- 
pedo boats and to lend them to the 
states' naval militia to bo used at any 
point on the river, lakv. or even canal, 
where water may be found to navigate 
them. 
There are not many states 


where the smaller boats of this kind 
may not find some water to navigate, 
and, with the inducement of the free 
use of such a craft, it is not doubted 
that naval militiamen will be forth- 
coming in states where there is no 
other means of drilling them. Com- 
petent engineers and ordnance ofikers 
would be detailed to instruct the mili- 
tia in the use of these boats, and the 
men would be free to avail of them for 
drills and even for excursions, with 
the understanding that they should 
employ no outside help, but would per- 
form every office on the boat them- 
selves, steering, firing and runningTne 
engines. 


It has already been established that 


the smaller torpedo boats can be moved 
from point to point quickly by raiL so 
that in case of war a great number of 


indispensable crafts could be 


concentrated at any threatened point 
on our coast, all manned by crews 
thoroughly familiar with their boats 
and esDert in torpedo drill, consti- 
tuting an adjunct of almost inestima- 
ble value,-' One of the strongest fea- 
tures of the plan, which- of course, 
wcjild require congressional sanction, 
is that owing to cheapness of the small 
torpedo boats as compared tiiith a fnll- 
sized war ship, a very moderate appro- 
priation, not more than wO'tild ~be' re- 
quired to build one battleship, would 
procure fifty of the torpedo boats.

to the Indian question, but has no new 
or-striking- recommendations to make. 
There were 10,377,224.72 acres of the 
public lands sold last year, besides 
28,876 acres of Indian lands disposed, of. 
There remains about 60(3,040,313 acres, 
outside of Alaska, military and other 
reservations. In the matter of pen- 
sions the secretary says: 


At the close of the fiscal year ending 


June 30, 1S94, 909,544 pensioners were 
borne upon the rolls, an increase of>3,532 
pensioners during the'year. 


The pensioners may be classed as fol-

Of these, 16,610 pensioners are on ac- 


count of Indian and other wars prior 
to the late war, and 15,429 widows, 
orphans and other dependent relatives. 
Under the act of June 27, 1890, there 
are 375,084 pensioners and 94,260 wid- 
ows and orphans. 


It is interesting- to note that nine 


widows and three daug-hters of the 
revolution constitute the pension roll 
for that war. 
Forty-five sxirvivors of 


the war 1813 constitute the remnant of 
that list. 


The total amount expended for pen- 


sions .-during the past fiscal year was 
55139,804,461.05, leaving a balance from 
the appropriation in the treasury of 
525,205,712.65. 


The estimate for the fiscal year 1896 


made by" the commissioner is $140,000,- 
000. 


The commissioner stated that, in his 


opinion, the year 1895, thirty years 
after the close of the last war, must in 
the nature of things see 'the highest 
limit "of the pension roll, which, there- 
fore, must begin to decrease, The num- 
ber of pending claims in the bureau 
has decreased over 90,000 during the 
year. 
A large number of the new 


claims are for increase by pensioners 
now on the rolls. The number of cer- 
tificates issued was 80,213.

The ever prevailing problem of how- 


to do away, with the London smoke has 
been solved, it is reported, by Col.. 
Duller, of the Belgian engineers, who 
has discovered an easy and economical 
method of disposing of it. 
The method 


is thus described: The smoke enters a 
chimney shaped.like the letter' N; at 
the bottom of tho left-hand leg it is 
met by a small jet .of steam, which 
saturates the. smoke and accelerates 
the draught; at the top of the leg a 
spray of water drives down the soot 
and noxious products, allowing only 
almost pure vapor to escape up the 
last leg. 
Half the acids and 94 per 


cent, of the soot are thus removed; 
they are sent down into the sewers, 
where they act as disinfectants.

system can be applied to a factory for 
about 5250 and to a dwelling house for

the river beds, but not in sufficient 
quantities generally to pay corpora- 
tions for working- them, although in- 
dividual miners can still make "grub." 


But the placer mines at best held 


only the overflow of the richer original 
deposits. The wealth in the hillsides 
poured over and the surplus was car- 
ried with the rain into the rivers. 
From north to south, throughout the 
whole stretch of the Sierra range, are 
ledges laden with their golden treas- 
ure as yet untouched. Quartz mining- 
is-still in its infancy despite the vast 
stores of wealth that have already 
been wrested from the earth; drift-- 
mining will yet add untold millions to 
the wealth of this state. The output 
of gold this year will far exceed any- 
thing of recent years. 


Not in this state -alone, but through- 


out -the world this same renewed ac- 
tivity is seen. 
Colorado, prostrated 


last year by the repeal of the Sherman 
law,'Stands to-day as one of the wealth- 
producing- states of the world. This 
year California will be closely pushed 
for first position among the gold-bear- 
ing states of the union. Two years 
ago the gold product of Colorado was 
less than 55,000,000—54,743,000—while 
California produced more than twice 
that amount. 
The next year Colorado 


increased 
its output sixty-five per 


cent., while the increase in California 
was only eight per cent. This year the 
difference between the two will be 
still further decreased. In Montana 
twice as many properties are being 
worked this year as last; in Australia 
there is unusual activity, and the out- 
put of South Africa, which a few years 
ago contributed practically nothing to 
the world's supply, is estimated for 
this year at $48,000,000. 


When California, Australia and Rus- 


sia jorst began, in the early fifties, their 
immense output of gold, prices were 
seriously affected. Prior to 1850 the 
annual product had never exceeded 
538,000,000, or slightly more than will 
be produced in the two states of Cali- 
fornia and Colorado this year. During 
the next five years the annual average 
was $137,000.000, the' highest point 
reached being in 1853, when the output 
was 8155,000,000. After that date there 
was a decline in production. In 1373, 
twenty years later, the output was .=90,- 
200,000; in 1883 it was 894,000,000. Last 
year, however, 'the effect of the in- 
creased demand for gold was felt, and 
the output reached and passed the fig- 
ures of 1S53. The most careful esti- 
mates place this year's production at 
S170,000,OGO. For the four years since 
1890 the annual average exceeds that 
of 1850-'55,by 312,000,000. 


What is to be the effect of these im- 


mense additions "to the world's suonlv 
of gold? The increased production of 
1850-1860 resulted in a decline in the 
purchasing power of gold, or, expressed 
differently, prices generally rose. The 
same result should be seen this time 
were it not for certain other factors 
that are at work. The increased sup- 
ply is in response to an increased de- 
mand, and that demand will absorb 
the surplus as it is produced. Again, 
the world's stock of gold is far greater 
now than it was forty years ago. and 
additions that would materially affect 
the mass then would not be felt now. 
It is therefore probable that, unless 
continued for a number of years, the 
increased production will not affect- the 
business of the world. The effect in 
California will, however, be different. 
The annual addition of fifteen 
to 


twenty millions to the wealth of this 
state is bound to affect all business 
beneficially. One year's outpnt would 
be suiHcient. to build the proposed ra.0- 
road through the San Joaquin valley, j 
Tbe cost of a new transcontinental line i 
would scarcely be felt if taken -.out of 
several vears' on tent.

Adam Reec, Sr., Dies Suddenly at His Home

The venerable Adam Eeeg, Sr., one 


of Portsmouth's oldest and most highly 
esteemed citizens, died at an early 
hour this morning xat his home on 
West Seventh street. 
He has been 


suffering' from poor health for some 
weeks and his death was not wholly 
unexpected by the members 
of the 


family. 


He died very suddenly this morning 


while the remainder of the family 
were asleep, 


The deceased was born in Neider- 


kinzig, in the Principality of Hess 
Damstadt, Germany, April 5th 1831 
and at the time of his death was in 
in his 64th year. His boyhood days 
were spent in Germany until he was 
about nineteen years of age, when he 
resolved to seek his fortune in America. 
Arriving in this country in December 
I860, he came almost direct to' Ports- 
mouth, where he has been living ever 
since. In 185? he was united in mar- 
riage to Miss Annie Margaret Deiter, 
and since that time has resided at 17 
West Seventh street. 
Eight children 


were born to them, two of whom sur- 
vive, John, the trusted employ of C. F. 
Tracy and Co., who resides on OfEnere 
street, and Peter Martin, proprietor 
of the River City steam laundry who 
resides with his father on Wast Seventh 
street. 


Mrs. Reeg's death occurred June (5, 


1890 and shortly afterward, during tlie 
same year, Mr. Reeg suffered a slight 
paralytic stroke, and since that time 
has never enjoysd good health. 
Dur- 


ing the past four weeks he has been 
gradually sinking from a complication 
of heart trouble, and death canae 
peacefully this morning, 


Deceased was a stone mason and 


brick layer by trade, but has passed 
much of his life in the rolling mill 
business.

Ed Perry was murdered, but I do no 
think it was a premeditated murder 
because when .persons intend to kil 
they do not stop at one blow, but in 
flict many wounds, fearing the first is 
not fatal, and continue to rain blow? 
upon their unfortunate victim unti 
they are sure life is extinct. 


Ed Perry was met that fatal night 


by persons unknown at the present time 
who had conceived an intense hatred" 
toward him. 
Whether there was any 


good reason for this, I am unable to 
state. A sudden quarrel took place 
ended in a fight and a chance blow 
killed Ed Perry; then, of course, the 
next thing was to hide the body. After 
the search was commenced his body 
was taken to Tygart. 
I am goinp- 


upon the theory that the coroner's 
verdict is correct; that Ed Perry's skull 
was fractured as 
claimed 
by the 


coroner. 
When the doctor disagrees 


who shall decide ? ' 


We claim the verdict of the coroner 


is a true verdict. 
Brady stoutly af- 


firms that Ed Perry's skull was surely 
fractured. We have also conversed 
with those that were present at the 
inquest. 
They state unqualifiedly 


that they took hold of the probe after 
it was inserted in the fracture; that 
they cannot be mistaken as to it, and 
without doubt all the coroner's jury 
will make the same statement, 


Dr. Sellards' statement is only neg- 


ative proof. 
He may have overlooked 


the fracture. 
Dr. Brady's statement is 


affirmative and will without doubt be 
corrobrated by all the coroner's jury 
and others present at the inquest. We 
only hope the truth will come out. 
There certainly cannot be any doubt 
but that 'Ed Perry was killed. 
He met 


some one that fatal night who had con- 
ceived an intense 'hatred toward, him. 
Jealousy may have been the cause and 
it is a passion more cruel than the
